The hickory lojjs 
and lumber are buutrht by the 
firm wherever obtainable, but it 
may be .saiil that most of them 
come from Keiitucky, Tennessee 
and Vlrpinla. Upon reaching 
the plant ihf.v arc unloaded with 
a derrick and prior to beinj; put 
under the saw, each and every 
lopr is washed in hct water.
